The countries of the Biddle Fast, lying at e point of 
strategic significanse to the entire world, comprise 6 

eress reade of world trade and connect the major continents 
of Asis, Europe ant ‘fries. Owing to its geographic sir- 
nificance, the Arsh East presente an erea of histcric concern 
din the covey strugples of nations, With the advancement of 
modern world intercourse, the Middle Hest area has become an 
axis of incressed political import. Yet, as Western nations 
race toward new herisons of eaonomie ond political enlight-~ 
eanment, the freb Bast, submersed in an archaie eprarian 
soonemy end philosophic heritage, remaina, for the moet part, 


unresponsive to external efforts of ageistance, 
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THE BASTO PROBLEM 


Ag tha peoples of the Middle East and Moslem world awaken 
to the stimilue of world progress, the need for a grestar 
understarding of American social and economia freedom be~- 
comes inoreesingly imperative. Beosuee of dramatic pre~- 
cadents of past imperialistic leadership, — ideos of alien 
powers are rejected with a deterninatdon to dispel foreign 
eid as an imposition of authority. Thus, the deep rooted 
distrust of other governments at once presents an irksonea 
dilemma and it becomes apparent that the effective spread 
of cemooretie ideolory mist ba sponsored by private enter~ 
prise, 

The problem of providing tangible and sincere evidence of 
Amerioan industry's interest in the welfare of the Middle 
Bast peoples is the paramount motivetion of the Pen—Arab

the objective gosl of the Pan-trab Council is bern of @ paremount need 

for # joint effort on the part of Ameriaan private industry, philanthropic 
foundstiona, and educationel institutions fer the pregression of the 
heelth end well being of the peoples of the Widdle fast and Zoslem world. 
This goal sige reelised best by a program of educational advancement 
which, based upon American "know-how" and knowledge, will enable the in- 
dividual to espire to greater utility and self-sufficiency, Such a pro- 
gram should sseure the proper assimilation and distribution of educationsl 
devices in e form acceptable to the Arab's philosophy and appreciative of 


his educations] level. 


METHOD 

The Pan-4tyab Council proposes to meet the task through the establishment 
and opsration of a somnon cleering house and distribution center for 
audio-visual educetional materiale designed for the promotion of funda- 
mentel education of the various countries. The application of sudio~ 
visuel techniques has experienced sufficient success to warrant an attempt | 
at pooling and exchanring the various sides adapted te inetrueting a people. 
The eucsoess of sudioevigual meteriale aged in similer projeots in China, 
‘fghanisten, Beleian Congo, India, Tran, New Guinea and Morocco hae 


demonstrated the valua of education through audio-visual metheds. The 
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experiment in fundamental education now being conducted in Cairo, Erypt, 
by T.N.E.5,0.0. 1s based upon the pringipal of eudio and visusl learning. 


PEVICES 

With the establishment of auch s clearing heuse and distribution center it 
will bacome necessary to gather and seordinate all of the audio~wisual 
meteriale and available educstional methede pertinant te the area. Motion 
plotures, film etrips, rosters, mobile placarda as Wall se take-home visual 
materials are needed in this phage of fundsmentsl edusation. These devices 


will be classified according to the most advantsreous use by: 


PROCUREMENT-~AL1 partinent audio-~visuel materials 
avetlable for fundamental educetion will be obtained 
from induetry, povernment and other sources in order 
to assemble a depository ospable of carrying out the 
Counail ts purpose. 


SELECTTON-Csreful soreening will select from avail~ 
able iraterialsa those audi-visual side which will 
convey the desired effect in the srer. 


ASSEMBLY~-~AT] materials available fer fundanental 
education will be assembled, filed and catalogued 
for reference and exreditioue distribution. 


EVALUATION.~-Materisls to be utilised in the progrem 
must be evaluated in the light of the poople'a needs. 
Careful coordination of the types of education to the 
neede and understanding of the people will be « prine 
faoter in the success of the overall plan. 


STUDY~.Lontinuous study and anelysie af various agencies 
end inetitutions presently engared in fundamental edu- 
eationel programe in the Middle East and other esreas 
will be cenducted in order to appraise comparative pro 
grese end new approaches. Ths findings of the ftudio~ 
Visual Work Conference held at the University of Messina 
in 1953 will be examined thoroughly as a part of the 
Couredl's efforts toward adoption of all known devices 
of aduceation in the Hiddle Rast.

ROLF OF INDUSTRY 

Since ultimate success of the program 1a dependent upon participation of 
Ameriean industry, leaders in various fields will be called upon initelly 
to the extent of: 


Making available privetely produaed audio- 
visual materiale applicable to the Middle East. 


Rearing a shera of the coat of additionel audio- 
viguel materials with reference to that phase of 
fundamental education apecificelly identified with 
the pertiovler industry's product and service. 
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ENDOWMENT PERTOD 

With an socelesrated prograz of fundamental education, expanded by an 
inoreaged interest of private industry, the monetary requirements for 
sponsorship by an impartisl foundation will decline rapidly. Daring 
the three to five year period following its inauguration the Council 
will explore every available oapans in its effort to obtain supple- 
mental funds from industry md ether souroas. At tha expiration of 
ite endorsing period, the endowing foundation will have recognized a 
fulfillment of its purpose in thea existence of an independent insit- 


ution dedicated to a rotsble cause.

besia knowledge of the Middle Fest and Moslen 
philosophy, culture and edusational level ig a 
neseseary prerequisite to this position. The 
shief librerian will be in charge of the audio- 
visus) cleering house and distribution center 
and will be reanonsible to the coordinater, 


ASSISTANT LIBRART AN The assistant librarian will 
be shosen by the ohief librarian with the approval 
of the coordinator and will be exverienced in audico~ 
visusl methode. Tuties will be designated by the 
chief Iibrarien. 


DIREC TCR~PHOTOGRAPHER«-The director photcerspher 
will be responsible for aotual photography snd 
processing of film. Generel duties will require 
expert, photographic techniques as well es training 
in audio-vieual approaches te fundamental education. 


LABORATORY AND PRODUCTION ASSOCTATE--The Laborstory~ 
production associate will be an assistant to the 
director~photegrapher and will be regaponsible for 
the operstion and maintenance of #11 photographic 

and laboretory faallities. He will heve technical 
training in the machaniow of audio~visuel equipmert 
es well es knowledge of proper sdaptetion of a parti- 
ewlar devine to a especifia phase of fundemental edu- 
dation.

Such 
guidance will be » necessary factor in the progress tive future of the Arab 
Fest, When ite secic-economia level begins to approach e dignity equal 
to ite geopraphic significence, the pacples of the Middle East and Moslem 
world will be competent in the methods of self-help end world intercourse. 
At guch time, the Pen-treb Council for Hduestion and Toononmic Progress 


wil have reelised the fruition of its effort. 
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
